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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the instantly claimed gate 
with a taper angle of 20° to 80° is not obvious over the cited prior art because the optimization of the slope angle to achieve thicker 
deposits of insulating film on the sides of the gate relative to other surfaces. However, Examiner is not convinced that this distinguishes 
over the prior art, because Applicant does not claim insulating film thickness. As claimed, a gate having a taper angle of 20° to 80° is an 
obvious optimization over the cited trapezoidally-shaped gate. Applicant further argues the combination of the Chen et al and Sonderman 
et al references. Examiner disagrees that the arts are not combinable; since Applicant has not claimed a specific method of detecting an 
endpoint, it is submitted that the method of Sonderman et al makes detecting an endpoint of etching an obvious modification to the 
method for the reasons cited in the Office Action dated 31 May 2006. Finally, Applicant argues the combination of the Chen et al and 
Tsubone et al references. Applicant alleges that the omission of silicon dioxide as a second insulating layer in the Chen et al reference is 
an indication that it is unsuitable for the purpose. Examiner agrees that silicon oxide is not named in the Chen et al reference, which is 
why the reference was not relied upon as anticipatory. Rather, the deficiency of Chen et al is remedied by the combination with Tsubone 
et al. 
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
